It was in this year that they 
attached themselves to St. Mary’s 
parish in South Bend where they 
were serviced by a Hungarian 
priest from Notre Dame, Father 
Joharmes. In 1896 the small group 
foreseeing the need of a church 


of their own purchased property 
on the corner of Maple and 
Thomas streets. 


On ‘December 22, 1900 St. 
Stephen’s parish received its first 
pastor, Father Michael Biro, C.S. 
C. from Notre Dame. With the ad- 
vent of the new pastor steps were 
immediately taken to purchase the 
Methodist Milburn Memorial Chap- 
el, with seating capacity of 350, 
on the corner of Thomas and Mc- 
Pherson streets, the present site of 
the church. Seven years later on 
December 21, 1907 Father John 
Froelich succeeded as pastor of 
the parish. Realizing the need of 
a larger church more space was 
purchased for the new building. 
By September 6, 1909 the corner 
stone was laid for the present 
church. 


The succeeding paragraph in the 
history of the parish is not a 
pleasant one. It was during this 
period that the church doors of St, 
Stephen’s were closed by. Bishop 
Alerding until such time that peace 
was restored in the parish, It was 
during this period that Father Vic- 
tor Von Kubinyi (died repentant 
in a monastery in Hungary in 
1938) caused a schism in the par- 
ish and .took many of the par- 
ishioners with him. Father Louis 
Kovach was appointed by the 
Bishop to replace him. The new 
pastor made every effort to restore 
péace but his efforts were in vain. 
Eight months later he departed 
from the parish. 


On May 1, 1912 Father Alex- 
ander Varlaky was assigned to St. 
Stephen’s parish. In September 
1913 he invited the Sisters of Poor 
Handmaidens of Jesus Christ to 
replace the lay teachers in the 
parish and to shoulder the task of 
educating the future adult parish- 
ioners. There still remained ele- 
ments of unrest at this time to 
such an extent that in October 8,

Washington —(NC)— President 
Truman, making a report to the 
nation over the radio, bluntly ac- 
cused Soviet Russia of a two-faced 
policy of preaching peace and prac- 
ticing aggression and said that the 
United States would double the size 
of its armed forcés to about 
3,000,000 “because .of communist 
threats of aggression.” He said 
the figure may even go higher and 
that large forces would have to be 
maintained “for a long time to 
come.” 


The President told the nation 
that the U.S. is determined to 
have peace in the world and does 
not want the fighting in Korea to 
spread “into a general war.” 

“It will not spread,” he said, 
“unless communist imperialism 
draws other armies and govern- 
ments into the fight of the aggres- 
sors against the United Nations.” 

He expressed the hope that the 
people of China will not be misled 
or forced into the Korea fighting. 
He warned that there is no profit 
for any people who become tools 
and follow the “communist dicta- 
torship down its dark and bloody 
path.” 

Russia has started to dismember 
China, the President declared, add- 
ing that she has never given up 
any territory she has acquired in 
the Far East, nor has she ever 
given independence to any people 
that has fallen under her control. 

Explaining “why we are there 
and what our objectives are” in 
Korea, the President said that no 
cause was ever more just or im- 
portant, He pointed out that for 
the first time in history many 
nations are fighting under a singlc 
banner to uphold the rule pf law in 
the world, e President also an- 
nounced that among other nations, 
Greece has also offered to send an 
armed force to Korea... News dis- 
patches at the same time said that 
this force would total about 5,0%) 
men.

Australian Judge Rules That 
Catholic Parliament Incumbent 
Is Not Serving Foreign Power

Sydney, Australia—The right of 
a Catholic to be chosen and to sit 
as a member of the Australian 
Parliament has been upheld in the 
High Court of Australia. 


This right had been challenged 
by Henry William Crittenden, Syd- 
ney distributer of anti-Catholic 
propaganda, who petitioned the 
court to declare invalid the elec- 
tion of Gordon Anderson to the 
Australian House of Representa- 
tives on the grounds that Ander- 
son, as a Catholic, was “under 
acknowledgment of adherence, 
obedience and/or allegiance to a 
foreign Power—the Papal State.” 
Section 44 of the Australian Con- 
stitution bars from membership 
from either House of Parliament 
any person who is a subject or a 
citizen of a foreign power. 


Justice Fullager upheld Mr. An- 
derson’s application to have Crit- 
tenden’s petition struck out as 
vexatious and an abuse of the pro- 
ces. of the court. He ordered Mr. 
Crittenden to pay costs. 

In making the decision Justice 
Fullager said Mr. Crittenden’s the- 
sis was that merely by wags (be pee 
fessed mem of the olic 
Church, Mr. bc agg owed alle- 
giance to a foreign power.

EETING at San _ Francisco 
during July the World Con- 
ference of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists reaffirmed their Church’s 
stand on “Divorce and Remar- 
riage.” The Seventh Day Adven- 
tists insist that the Sacred Scrip- 
tures be interpreted literaHy. That 
is why their chief tenet relates to 
the observance of Saturday in- 
stead of Sunday as the public day 
of worship.

only because at that World Con- 
ference the Adventists declared 
their position on marriage and di- 
vorce under five headings: 

(1) The Scriptures permit no 
dissolution of the marriage vow 
except for cause of adultery or 
death 

(2) Even though the Scrip- 
tures allow divorce for cause of 
adultery, under such circumstan- 
ces “earnest endeavors should be 
made to effect a reconciliation, 
and repentance of the guilty 
party so that the marriage union 
may be maintained.” 

(3) If no reconciliation is 
effected, the innocent party has 
the Biblical right to secure a 
divorce, and also to remarry. 


(4) A spouse found guilty of 
adultery all be subject to 
Church discipline. If the trans- 
gressor is not repentant, “he (or 
she) shall be dis-fellowshiped.” 

(5) A guilty spouse, who is 
divorced, has no right to re- 
marry, while the innocent spouse 
lives and remains unmarried. 


When Christ was asked by a 
Pharisee “is it lawful for a man 
to put away his wife for any 
cause?,” He gave a very direct an- 
swer: “Have you not read that the 
Creator from the beginning made 
them male and female, and said: 
‘For this cause a man shall leave 
his father and mother ahd cleave 
to his wife and the two shall be- 
come one flesh . .. What, therefore, 
God has joined together let no man 
put asunder.’ ” 

God Himself married the first 
human pair, and made “one flesh” 
from both. , 

The mistake the Adventists make 
is in failing to_connect the second 
part of Christ’s answer with the 
first. He had said: “And I say to 
you, whoever puts away his wife 
except for immorality and marries 
another commits adultery.” He 
was only talking about putting 
away the wife, for in the next part 
of the same sentence Christ said:

Why Wasn’t It Taught Earlier? 


You might ask why the various 
books of the Bible were not brought 
together earlier into one Canon. Why 
organs were not used in ehurch earli- 
er? You might ask lots of other ques- 
tions. For instance, why is it that 
things taught in the early centuries 
are now rejected by Protestants, such 
as the Mass, the Holy Eucharist, the 
Sacrament of Penance—all having a 
most solid Biblical basis? 

The real answer to the first ques- 
tion is, of course, that the Church had 
a great struggle after coming out of 
the Catacombs with those who were 
promulgating errors concerning the 
fundamental Christian doctrine. 


Arius, of the third century, denied the 
very divinity of Christ, His heresy 
was condemned at the Council of Nice 
in 325. Nestorius in the fifth century, 
even as Patfiarch of Constantinople, 
taught that there were two persons in 
Christ instead of two natures. He 
was condemned at the Council of Ephe- 
sus in 431 and Chalcedon in 451. There 
are remnants of that Sect even today. 
But even the Nestorians believed in 
the assumption of Mary’s body into 
Heaven. 


Eutyches taught that Christ pos- 
sessed no human nature, and he was 
condemned at the Council of Chalce- 
don in 451. There still exists a large 
remnant of Eutychians in Egypt—but 
they also believe in Mary’s Assump- 
tion. 

Sergius, in the seventh century, also 
a Patriarch of Constantinople, taught 
that Christ had only one will—a di- 
vine-human will. In other words the 
two natures had a common will and a 
common activity. This doctrine was 
condemned at the Sixth General Coun- 
cil of Constantinople in 681. —

I would like to have an interpre- 
tation of the gospel parable in 
which Christ speaks of things 
which. will take place before the 
end of the world, and then ob- 
serve that “this generation will not 
pass until all these things have 
been fulfilled.” But many genera- 
non have already passed since 
then. 


What confuses you is the mixing 
up of two things in that gospel, 
namely, the destruction of Jeru- 
salem which did take place before 
“this generation will have passed,” 
and the signs ushering in the end 
of the world which, of course, 
has not yet come. 


Jerusalem was a figure of the 
world. When Christ wept over it, 
He was thinking of the sinful 
world everywhere. When He pro- 
nounced its destruction, because “it 
does not know the things which 
are to its peace,’ He also had in 
mind the destruction of the wni- 
verse to come in His own good time. 
You will recall that the Apostles 
asked Him on one occasion when 
those things would take place and 
He told them that it was not for 
them to know. Hence the many 
would-be prophets who, during the 
centuries, have predicted the end 
of the world to come at a certain 
time, should not have been heeded. 
We have such prophets among us 
today, but no attention: should be 
paid to them, because no man 
knows just when the destruction of 
the world will occur. 


The Seventh Day Adventists, in- 
terprettng the text literally, re- 
mind us that we have had Signs 
in the sun and moon and stars; 
that the sun has, on occasion, be- 
come darkened; that the moon, on 
occasions, has lost its light; that 
there have, on occasion, been fall-' 
ing stars; that we have had earth- 
quakes, and pestilences and fam- 
ines and wars. They held there- 
fore, that the end may be very 
near and that we should live holily 
in order that we may not have to 
die; that we may “meet Christ 
in the air being translated” (trans- 
formed or glorified) without dying.

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Biography Of Bishop Noll 


Father Noll, Editor 


N 1906, Bishop fesse was 
ced with trouble in another par- 
ape his diocese — Hartford Cty 
natural - orn gn dis-

After thht 
Mass he was visited in the sacristy 
by a man—a promoter—who in- 
terpreted the sermon as an attack 
on his integrity. He demanded an 
apology—which the priest refused 
to make. 

News of the sermon and the en- 
suing altercation got into the pa- 
pers and the congregation imme- 
diately split in two, -~whereupon 
Father Dhe was soon relieved of 
his pastorate. 


A Harmonizer 


The ‘question now in Bishop 
Alerding’s mind was where to put 
Father Dhe and whom to put in his 
place at Hartford City. Going over 
the personnel of his diocese, he 
thought of Father Noll—the man 
who had already brought harmony 
from ‘discord in two trying situa- 
tions. And Father Noll was at 
Besancon, by rights a French-lan- 
guage parish. Switching the two 
would sendg “the harmonizer” to 
Hartford City and the French 
priest into a parish of his own 
nationality. It was done. In 1906 
Father Noll took possession’ as 
pastor of Hartford City with Mont- 
pelier as a mission ten miles away. 

He found his parish a great beer- 
town, its streets lined with saloons. 
This phenomenon was due to the 
nature of the local industry—glass- 
making, which kept its employees 
under intense heat the whole day 
long. Nevertheless, there was a 
strong prohibition movement afoot 
in the town. Parts.of the town 
had already been voted dry under 
a local-option law, but, of course, 
thirsty people were still able to 
get their beer in the remaining 
“wet” precincts. This made the 
prohibitionists very unhappy. They 
called on the new Catholic pastor 
to get behind them in working to 
padlock every saloon in the com- 
munity. 

The priest patiently explained 
traditional Catholic thinking on the 
question. We do not believe in 
legislating morals. There is noth- 
ing wrong in themselves with beer 
or spirits. To believe otherwise is 
Manicheism, a heresy refuted cen- 
turies ago by St. Augustine. The 
evil lies not in the use but in the 
abuse of liquor. And Father Noll 
certainly did not intend to turn 
the Catholic Church in Hartford 
City into a propaganda mill for 
prohibitionism. 

While local interest in the ques- 
tion was at its highest piteh, he 
inserted an advertisement in the 
local paper announcing that he 
would deliver an open lecture at 
the Opera House on “Temperance 
and Total Abstinence.” . 

It was a huge success. The 
house was packed. So, while he 
had them there, he invited them all 
to sit in on a series of lectures on 
Catholic belief and practice that 
he planned to deliver in his own 
church. As at least one visible 
result of these lectures, two of the 
citizens 
were converted — a physician and 
a banker, and soon another phy- 
sician and his wife. 


Urged Fair Play 


Father Noll early found that he 
could always appeal to a sense 
of fair-play native in the average 
American, who enjoys nothing 
better than a fight, provided there 
is no foul play. If it can be dem- 
onstrated that_ the proceedings 
have been euliteniel or mali- 
cious, his sense of justice is out- 
raged and, regardless of his pre- 
vious sympathies, he is ready to 
acclaim the one who fought clean- 
ly. This holds true not only in 
the field of sport, but in religion 
as well. 

It was with. no small interest, | 
then, that one evening in Hartford 
City the oe ge opened his news- 
paper to find that the local Meth- 
odist minister: planned a novel ser- 
ies of sermons. He intended to 
interview certain business men on 
the question: “Why do men not go 
to church?” Then his sermons for 
some weeks to come would be based 
on the answers he would receive 
to his specific question. 

One of the Catholic business- 
men decided to be ready for the

Catholic men do go to church, 


so the question is irrelevant as far 
as they are concerned. Now, as 
to the Protestant, as far as Cath- 
olics can see, they hold to the prin- 
ciple of private judgment whereby 
everyone's (except Catholics’) 
opinion on matters religious is as 
good as the next fellow’s. Their 
ees is only primus inter pares.

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Feast Of Holy Name 
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Of Mary Recalls

A Forgotten Family Practice. 


[N most of our American families there is no dearth of birthday celebrations. With parties 
and presents, several weeks of preparation often engage the already too busy members of 


the household. 


Some centuries ago, a somewhat different custom was prevalent. It was that of cele- 
brating namedays. In the more Catholic countries the custom persists to the present day. 
In many cases, the two are combined, as the name of the saint on whose feast the child is 


born is the name bestowed on the 
child. , 

Those who follow this practice 
are acting fully in accord with 
the liturgy of the Church. It is 
fitting that one honors the patron 
saint of a person on his feast day. 
The Church does so! Why shouldn’t 
we? 


The Name Of Mary 


On Tuesday of this week the 
Church pays special honor to the 
Holy Name of Mary. In Hebrew 
the name of Mary is Myriam which 
means Lady or sovereign. Since 
Jesus is called our Lord, it is 
proper that His Mother should be 
called our Lady. Joachim and Anne 
must have been inspired when, in 
following the custom of the Jews, 
they gave to their daughter eight 
days after her birth the signifi- 
cant and holy name of Mary! 

The first nation to solemnize a 
feast in honor of the Holy Name 
of Mary was Spain, which received 


~ 


the approval of Rome therefore in 
1513, A hundred and seventy years 
later, in 16838, Pope Innocent XI 
extended the celebration of this 
feast to the entire Church. This 
was the Holy Father’s special, pub- 
lic and permanent tribute ‘in 
thanksgiving to Mary for the vic- 
tory over the Turks who besieged 
Vienna, by John Sobieski, who was 
at that time King of Poland. 

If the Holy Name of Mary was 
so powerful in the 17th century 
when the forces of paganism were 
threatening Christianity through- 
out Europe, will it be less so in 
our day? The dangers that threat- 
en Christianity at the present-time 
are equally as great, but the 
potency of Mary’s name has not 
diminished. 

The epistle in today’s Mass, 
taken from Ecclesiasticus, says of 
Mary, “I am the mother of .. 
holy hope.” No one who has placed 


all his trust in Mary will go un- 
heeded.

4 000-Year-Old 
Human Skeleton 
Found By Priest 


Rey. Gerard Groot's 
Role As ‘Detective’ 
Results In Discovery 


Ichikawa, Japan —(NC)— Por- 
ons of a human skeleton, several 
arrowheads and pieces of crockery 
dating back 4,000 years were un- 
earthed recently by the Rev. Ger- 
ard Groot, 8.V.D., founder of the 
Archaeological Institute, here. 


The skeleton is one of the oldest, 
if not the oldest, ever discovered 
in Japan. From the pieces of crock- 
ery the priest restored two pots, 
which probably served as cooking 
utensils. Though by no means the 
oldest of their kind to be discov- 
ered in this country, they consti- 
tute a real contribution to Japan- 
ese archaeology. 

Though most of Father Groot’s 
discoveries have been due to hard 
archaeological “detective” work, 
his latest find came as a gift due 
to excavations being made for the 
construction of a new road north 
of Ichikawa. 

Driving through in his jeep after 
the bulldozers had: finished their 
work, Father Groot noticed a large 
quantity of shells on an embank- 
ment and upon closer investigation 
realized immediately that he was 
in the presence of an ancient pit- 
dwelling, the outlines of which 
could still be traced due to a differ- 
ence in the color of the earth with 
which the pit had been filled in. 
The pit was about 18 inches deep, 
six feet wide and 12 feet long. 
The holes for the posts supporting 
the superstructure of the house 
could also be identified by the 
color of the earth with which they 
had been filled in. 

Father Groot has been in Japan 
for 19 years. The museum which 
he established at Ichikawa, about 
15 miles from Tokyo, has tens of 
thousands of specimens, most of 
which were discovered by the 
priest or in excavations carried 
on under his supervision. He has 
likewise established an archaeolo- 
gical association ‘which now has 
about 200 members, and plans a 
series of bilingual publications in 
Japanese and English concerning 
prehistoric Japan. His most im- 
portant work, a book on prehistor- 
i¢ Japan, will be published by Co- 
lumbia University press in New 
York in the near future.
